Coach Bryant appeared before the 
mass meeting Tuesday afternoon 
and quieted the crowd with the 
remark.

It's putting everyone 
in a bad light." Later he told news- 
papermen that, "^tread of this strike 
psychology to afeNsrasBSB Is ari^ty 
dangerous." 

The inas.v meeting .■scheduled a.i a 
protest against Bryant's departure, 
turned into a iwnlsv mao e D party 
for the coadi. 

He denied nanors of frictimi be-
